EUROPE. 

London, Sept, 3. — A. special dated 
Poredin Aug. 29th says the Russians 
have evacuated Solvi. 

A correspondent at Viomia tele- 
graphs that the Porte has ordered that 
the fortifications of Adrianople shall 
bo completed before winter and has 
decided that they shall consist of U 
detached forts. 

Athens dispatches state that tue 
Duke of Edinburgh arrived there 
yesterday on tho iron-clad Sultan and 
visited tho King and Queen. The Bri- 
tish government fearing ho would 
seem to countenance the war party tele- 
graphed that ho must leave immedi- 
ately Ho left tho same evening. 

A apocial from Batoum announces 
tho Turks havo begun to evacuate 
Sulcum Kaloh. 

Constantinople , Sept, 3. — Tho .Turk- 
ish minister of foreign affairs addressed 
dispatch to diplomatic agents of the 
Porto abroad saying every day brings 
to light groat a number of Mussulmen 
women and children belonging to tho 
district of Eazautik who escaped the 
massacre, 250 Muzzulmen women and 
children were found barefooted and in 
a most deplorable condition. A number 
of women and children could not be 
recovered having been massacred by 
Bulgarians!. 12,000 Mussulmen men 
women and children fell into the 
hands of tho Russians and Bulgarians, 
2,000 wore rescued by Imperial troops. 
Measures have been taken to doliver 
the rest, but news has been received 
that every Mussulman who remained at 
Kazantik had fallon a victim to tho 
Bulgarians. The women and children 
were made prisoners and taken to the 
Balkans. 

London, Sept. 3.— A correspondent 
with tho Ozarowitch's army says of 
Thursday's battle thatGen.Seanoff who 
commanded at Karazan had about 3,- 
000 infantry, five hundred cavalry and 
ten guns. No loss than 20,000 Turks 
formed tho advance. It was odds of 
six to one for eight hours before tho 
Russians left the village and firing was 
almost continuous during the whole 
day. After tho Turks had entered a 
portion of the village tho Russian in- 
fantry held their ground for two hours 
awaiting reiuforcemens at length 300 
came and two hours' more hoth'ghtiu 
ensued during which tho Turks were 
continually being reinforeed by masses 
of troops. It was long since certain 
that we must lose our position, but 
retreat did not begin fairly until i p. m. 
Gen. Leonoff and his staff were inde- 
fatigable in their exortious. \A T hen re- 
treat began it was an ugly one from 
one little rise to another and at last 
when a great body of Circassians hover 
od upon our right Hank in tho maize 
fields below, our Cossacks and 
hussars were sent down to meet them. 
Oiir position was finally yielded and 
wo struggled back to Gurgevo,such of 
the wounded as could manage to 
crawl away did so wbilo tho infantry 
bore back others on their rifles. Wo 
gave up our horses to wounded officers 
and finally gathered -i00 of us at the 
foot of the hill along tho winding road 
which leads to Karazan. Tho result 
of the loss at Karazan is not important 
unless the enemy succeeds in forcing 
tho heights we now hold. The Ozar- 
owitch's army is necessarily divided 
into small masses at different places 
along tho whole line of front 
from Guirgovo to Tieruova. Speedy 
concentration is impossible, first, from 
want of troops; second, on account of 
great distances and narrow roads. Our 
present position is an admirable one. 
We stand strictly on tho defensive. 
This correspondent estimates tho Rus- 
sian loss at 5,000 killed and wounded. 

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
London, Aug. 30-— A Dally Ntvcs cor- 
respondent telegraphing from Hohipkn. 
jjfiH.s on the 27th, gives n detailed account 
of the Russian attempted capture of a re- 
doubt which tho Turks hud constructed 
bo as to sweep tho road in tho Russian 
rear. This redoubt is still untakou and 
it constitutes great danger to tho Rus- 
sians, us it gives tho Turks possession of a 
ridgo running parallel to that up which 
tho road winds fifteen hundred yards dis- 
tant. Tho redoubt enfilades roads in sev- 
eral places and the Turkish infantry by 
extending along this ridgo, which is thick- 
ly wooded, can practically render tho 
road impassable. It was on this road that 
Gen Dragomiroff was wounded, and that 
to-day Gen. Dragetaky was killed, at a 
point" fully a mile on ono side of tho sum- 
mit of tho pass. Men are picked off by 
Turkish skirmishers two miles behind tho 
paHB. It will bo Been, therefore, that (be 
Russian position still remains most oriti- 
oul, in spite of reinforcements, Gon. Ra- 
detsky, indeed, informed the comman- 
dant of Gabrpvft.the day after his arrival, 
that be had better warn tho inhabitants 
to be ready to fly at a moment's notice, 
Badesky, iis it appears from a Neibs tele- 
gram, on the 25th attacked the Turkish 
redoubt from tho dirootion of tho pas. 
und also from tho Gabrovo side, There 
•was a continuous musketry and artillery 
fire for hours. Tho Russians advanced 



a short time they reached within 50 yards 
of tho redoubt. Hero they found tho 
Turks had out down the trees around the 
redoubt, making an abattis, over which it 
was almost impossible to pass. They 
gathered around tho edge and suddenly 
made a rush for it, but wore driven hack 
with fearful loss. Tho soldiers beoarne 
entangled in tho masses of brushwood 
and trunks and limbs of treos, over which 
they woro obligod to Bcramblo, while the 
Turks poured in a terrible tire upon them 
which, at this Hhort distance, mowed thorn 
down liko grass. Of tho first assault 
agaiust tho redoubt, m which una com- 
pany was engaged, very few got back to 
toll tho talo. Gen. Radetsky sont rein- 
forcements, and the attack began again, 
butdisposiiious woro made lo place ft large 
force in such a position that it could pour 
a hoavy tire into tho redoubt to cover tho 
assault until tho assailants were almost up 
to tho parapet. This attack seemod al- 
most on tho point of success, for a colo- 
nol in tho command eaid if tho reserves 
wore given him ho could take tho redoubt. 
Tho officer in command of tho roserves 
lot them go, but they were nevertheless 
repulsed. Tho next assault was made 
under the oyo of Radetsky and part of his 
staff. General Demirtoffsky, chief of 
staff, placed himself at the head of tho 
storming battalion, although ho had to bo 
supported by two men, as he had just 
previously been stunned by oarth thrown 
up by an exploding shell. Tho Russians 
advanced steadily. They rushed over or 
through the abattis. They oven got into 
the redoubt,and actually hold it for a few 
seconds, but were driven out again. They 
surrounded the plaoo on all sides, pouring 
into it a torrible tiro, but were ngaiu driv- 
en back, and the Turks to support their 
defense, began in thoir turn to attack tho 
Russian positions ill tho pass from tho 
front and rear. The Russian losses must' 
bo very heavy, for tho fight continued 
until late at night, and tho wounded were 
coming back steadily all tho time. To oii:u 
up the attack has beon unsuccessful. Re* 
inforcomcnts are arriving and the fight 
will probably bo continued to-morrow, 
Sunday. 

Vienna, Aug. 28.— A dispatch says in 
several churches of Hungary tho Tejieum 
has beon celebrated and prayers offered 
for further Turkish victories. Tho Vati- 
can has instructed tho bishops to prevent 
this in future. 

Constantinople, Aug. 31.— Mehemet 
Ali Ff. ha telegraphs: On Thursday morn- 
ing strong columns of our troops from 
Rasgrad and Surinassuhler attacked tho 
Russians near the village of Karahasan. 
The fighting was desperate. Tho village 
wastalienandrotakcnsevor.il times, but 
finally carried by the Turks. The enemy 
was defeated and retreated in disorder, 
pursued by our troops. About 5 o'clock 
m the evening two other columns from 
Surinassuhler crossed and forced the ene- 
my to abandon Huidarkoi and fall back on 
Porpoker, My headquarters are at Hoka- 
ra, from whence I proceed to-morrow to 
join Ahmed Eyoub Pasha, who is encamp- 
ed at Karahasan. The troops engaged at 
Karahasan were the Rasgrad and Eski 
Djiuna divisions. They captured a can- 
non, four ammunition wagons, two thou- 
sand rifles and a largo quantity of uni- 
forms and military equipments. Baker 
Pasha greatly distinguit lied himself. We 
lost three thousand killed and wounded, 
and tho Russians lost 4,000.

Fire on Sunday Morning;. 

bpooial officer Blttak, while making bis 
last round on Sunday morning, about 
•4:-15, discovered that the Occidental Build- 
ing on the corner of Government and Fort 
street wrs on fire, in tho upper story occu- 
pied by P. Martin ns a billiard saloon. 
Officor Black first awakened Mr. Thomp- 
son tho dentist, who was nsloep in his of- 
fieo. The officer thtn gave the alarm by 
ringing tho Hook it Ladder Go's, bell, and 
in a short time tho fire brigade wore out 
in full force. The hand-oginos woro first 
got to work and stoam was raised on tho 
two Btoamors and in about 20 miuutos tho 
lire was extinguished. The lire originat- 
ed in a privato eardroom at tho back of 
the bar and bo situated that if an inner 
door is closed it is impossible to distin- 
guish any light from tho street. This 
room and tho one adjoining are complete- 
ly burnt out. Tho partition between 
tho rooms and tho billiard saloon ami the 
roof aro also much burnt and serious 
damage done to tlio throo billiard tables 
by vrater.

Tho 
ground floor of the building on Govern- 
ment street is occupied by Mr. Morisou 
the druggist, whose estimated loss from 
breakage and water is $4000; insured in 
tho Royal for 82500. Mr. Johnstone's 
seed store was not insured. His damage 
■was principally by water. Martin's stock 
and tables were insured in tho Phoenix 
for §2800. Mr. Short's valuablo stock was 
greatly damaged, and was insured in tho 
Royal for §3500. Mr. Thompson was in- 
sured in tho Northern Insurance Co. Tho 
fire did not mako its way into his rooms 
but his furniture is badly damaged by 
water. The stores on the ground floor 
wero li: to al y drown?dout. Immediately 
after tho fire Captain Martin was arrested 
on the information of tho Superintendent 
of Polico and charged with arson. Sever- 
al parties and the barkeeper loft tho sa- 
loon about i 1 /, o'clock, leaving Martin 
thero.

THE FIHE INQUEST. 

An enquiry was held yesterday, before 
H. C. Courtney, Esq., Police Magistrate, 
as to tho origin of the tiro on Sunday last 
at tho Victoria Club Rooms. 

Jury— Thos. Trounce (Foreman), 0. 
Morton, W. K, Bull, George Jenkinson, 
and George Simpson. 

After haviiiR minutely examined the 
scone of the late lire the jury returned to 
the Council Chambers, when the follow- 
ing testimony was talten: 

Robert Partridge deposed as follows:— 
That he was in the employ of Felix Mar- 
tin for 11 months prior to tho fire; during 
that time he had never seen any coal oil 
in tho place, nor had ho seen a coal <>il 
lamp; ho left the premises about half-past 
(ton Sunday morning; at that time there 
■was no smell of coal oil about the pro- 
mises; he left in company with Mr. Goo. 
Royuolda; left Capt. Mattin in charge of 
the rooms and with him were John Tod, 
jr.; thero were other persons present when 
tho witness left; heard the fire-bells ring 
about 5.20 a.m., and between that time 
and the time ho left ho passed the said 
premises, but did not go in; when ho left 
the room all the windows wore open; when 
ho passed between 4.30 and 5.20 a.m. all 
tho windows were shut with the exception 
of one. On trying about 5:30 to got into 
tho loom he was forced back by the smoke; 
tho doors had been already forced; did not 
notice any peculiarity about the smell of 
the smoke as it was BO thiol: as to oblige 
bim to retreat or bo suffocated. He was 
present when Sergeant Bloomfleld took 
up some liquid and put it in a bucket , ho 
smelt it and thought it was coal oil; it was 
taken up from the lockers or pockets 
where the bottles are kept bohind tho bar; 
tho odor of tho liquid in the bucket pro- 
duced is about Ihe same as that iio saw up 
in tho room; tho half-pint measure pro- 
duced is in appearance similar to those 
used in tho room; the liquid in it smells 
very like coal oil; noticed Sergeant Bloom- 
field dipping up tho liquid in the bucket 
with the half-pint measure; before parting 
with Martin did not notico anything un- 
usual with him; the room Martin and Tod 
were bitting in was the room adjaoent to 
tho ono in which the fire took place; these 
wero not tho only two in the room when 
ho left. 

In answer to tho Foreman witness said 
it is usual to leave one of the windows 
open— that is since the oxplosion there; 
tho men ho left wero all Bitting together; 
ho had seen a basket full of old cards and 
newspapers, but could not say whether it 
■was thero at this particular time or not I 
could not say ; the piece of wood produc- 
ed might bo a portion of tho frame of tho 
mirror. 

In answer to Mr. Martin witness said 
ho was lait in tho room in which tho fire is 
Bupposad to have originated, at about 4:30 
a.m.; tho gas was not alight in the room 
and thoro was no smell of tiro thero; tho 
room contained a lounge, 4 chairs, a table, 
witshiiUnd, two or threo pictures on tho 
walla, and the floor was covered with op- 
coa-nut matting; there was a Chinese bas- 
ket containing old cards, papers, etc., in 
the sonth-eait corner. 

The inquiry was hero adjourned till 10 
a.m. Tuesday.

At tho Liverpool Assizes, Thomas Bris- 
coe Price was brought up to receive judg- 
ment, having been found guilty of man 
slaughter, The prisoner was sont to ton 
years' penal servitude. In tho interval 
between tho conviction and tho sentence 
Mr. Justice Hawkins received an envelope 
dated "Liverpool, Aug. 2, 1877," marked 
"privato," addressed "Mr. Justice Haw- 
kins, Liverpool Assize Court, Liverpool," 
and ondor.-ed, "Immediate— delay is dan 
gerous!" The packet, which was unpaid, 
containing the following extraordinary 
communications: — 

Mr. Justice Hawkins, -Sir, — You will 
bo dead very soon, and you had bettor or- 
der your ooffln. Either — 

Bore follows a sketch of a coffin, with a 
pistol and a skull on one sido and a dag- 
gsr and a tjkull on tho other. Beneath tho 
coffin is tho representation of a grave, and 
tbon tho writer takes up tho unfinished 
sentence of the letter thus — 

Pistols or daggers will end your career. 
A cry will go to heaven for vengeance for 
tho unlawful sentonce on Mr. Price. Be- 
ware. Your wife will bo a widow in a 
weok or two. 

A second enclosure ivna as follows: 

Liverpool. 

Mr. Justice Hawkins.— Sir,— If yon va- 
lue your life beware of yourself. If Prico 
get too heavy sentence, Beware. 

On tho reverse side of this shoot was tho 
word "Revenge," and a rude sketch re- 
presenting "Mr. Justice Hawkins being 
stabbed by tho revongor of Prico." Below 
this again was another coffin with a 
pistol and dagger, and tho words, "Your 
death will bo soon; ordor your coffin." 
Tho lid of tho coffin bore this inscription : 
"In memory of Mr. Hawkins, who was 
stabbed rightly by a revenger." 

Joseph Quinn, the young man charged 
with having Kent tho above two letters to 
Mr. Hawkins, has been brought up at 
tho Liverpool Polico Court. Mr. Justice 
Hawkins, attired in his ronea, attended 
and gave evidence aa to the receipt of tho 
lotters, and the prisoner was committed 
to tho sessions for trial. 

Tho charges against tho Scotland Yard 
detectives woro up again for bearing on 
tho 3rd inst. No additional evidence of 
importance, however, was adduced, and 
tho caso was again adjourned.

Ho 
was told to "sit down," but fiercely shak- 
ing his cane, ho said lie would not sit, nor 
could any of tho rowdies in the hall make 
him. This started tho ball once more. 
Those who felt that this opithot fitted 
them advanced to the speaker's stand. 
They wero gallantly met and repulsed, 
and in an instant a fight was in progress 
in every part of tho room. Tho gaa was 
again turned out, and was tho moans of 
stopping an incipient riot. Tho crowd 
poured out into the street, when the jani- 
tor closed the door and refused them fur- 
ther admittance Another attempt will 
will be made next Tuesday night.— S. F.
